Fruitful  End  in  Sight  of

LONDON.  Aug  25  f/P).  —  Great 
Britain  and  Egypt  will  sign  a  treaty 
expected  to  unravel  several  knotty 
problems  along  the  "line  of  Em- 
pire." 

Although  the  full  terms  of  the 
friendship  and  alliance  pact  will 
not  be  disclosed  for  several  days.  It 
was  known  that  the  .formula  assures 
protection  of  the  Suez  Canal  to 
Britain  and  respects  Egyptian 
claims  to  sovereignty.

abolished  '•wherever  possible''  to 
prevent  such  tragedies  as  the  one

This  day  twenty -two  years  ago  the  First  Con- 
tingent of  troops  from  Vancouver  Island  left  here 
to  play  a  part  in  the  Great  War.  The  event  is 
commemorated  annually  by  the  Sir  James  and 
Lady  Douglas  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of 
Empire.  It  Is  an  anniversary  which  should  have 
civic-wide  observance,  and  all  can  pay  it  tribute 
today  by  wearing  a  sprig  of  heather.  Youth  and 
middle-age  made  up  the  First  Contingent.  Some 
of  those  who  went  lie  In  Flanders;  others  have 
passed  away  since,  and  the  small  band  has  been 
thinned  down  to  but  a  few  survivors.  The  day  Is 
commemorated  in  memory  of  the  dead  and  of  the 
heorism  of  all  ranks,  and  observed,  too,  because  of 
the  manner  in  which  the  manhood  of  this  part 
of  the  Dominion  sprang  to  purposeful  action  In 
the  time  of  the  country's  need. 

There  Is  a  generation  that  has  reached  adult 
life  to  whom  the  Great  War  Is  simply  a  matter  of 
historical  record.  Our  young  people  do  not  re- 
member those  scenes,  as  thrlllinR.  as  poignant 
and  as  heart-stirring  as  any  that  have  ensued  in 
the  past  century,  and  on  a  scale  that  touched,  in 
some  way  or  other,  every  home  in  the  land.  The 
Daughters  of  Empire  perhaps  have  It  In  mind,  by 
observing  today,  to  point  the  moral  of  national 
duty  In  the  greatest  emergency  within  living 
memory.  That  moral  cannot  be  instilled  too 
strongly,  for  it  Is  a  part  of  character-building.  In 
London,  every  day  and  every  hour  of  the  day, 
men  are  taking  off  their  hats  as  they  pass  the 
Cenotaph.  It  Is  a  gesture  of  remembrance  and  a 
tribute  of  thanks  which  Victorians  today  can 
emulate  by  wearing  a  sprig  of  heather  in  honor 
of  the  First  Contingent.

Motorists  frequently  complain  that  cyclists  are 
,  a  menace  to  traffic.  There  are  cyclists,  Just  as 
j  there  are  motorists,  who  are  careless,  and  there 
have  been  many  traffic  accidents  In  which  cyclists 
I  have  been  the  heaviest  sufferers.  There  is  no 
j  doubt  that  there  ought  to  be  better  supervision 
of  iycling  on  the  roads,  and  particularly  OH  the 
city  streets.  Many  riders  take  too  many  risks, 
dodging  in  and  out  through  the  moving  traffic 
On  the  narrower  highways  some  even  attempt  to 
prevent  motorists  from  passing  them.  On  foggy 
nights  they  are  the  greatest  menace  of  all,  be- 
cause of  inadequate  lights.  In  one  particular, 
however,  cyclists  have  a  legitimate  complaint. 
Motorists  turning  at  right  angles  down  a 
side  street  should  sound  their  horns  when 
cyclists  proceeding  straight  ahead  are  near  them. 
Lack  of  a  signal  in  this  respect  often  forces 
cyclists  to  dismount  to  save  themselves  from 
accident.  This  should  be  unneccsaary.  and  the 
precaution  noted  would  be  the  means  of  promot- 
ing greater  safety  on  the  roadways.

The  result  of  the  Quebec  election  has  de- 
veloped a  portent  in  the  political  sky  of  the  Do- 
minion. II  opens  up  the  possibility  of  a  new  party, 
confined  to  one  Province,  participating  in  Federal 
affairs  and  also  the  possibility  of  such  a  party 
being  strong  enough  to  hold  the  balance  of 
power  at  Ottawa.  The  Union  Nationale  Party  is 
wholly  unlikely  to  support  the  Liberals  in  Federal 
affairs;  it  is  almost  equally  unlikely  to  support 
the  Conservatives.  In  the  recent  campaign.  Min- 
isters of  the  Liberal  Government  at  Ottawa, 
notably  Messrs.  Cardin.  Rinfret  and  Lapolnte. 
.spoke  on  many  platforms  in  opposition  to  the 
Union  Nationale.  They,  thereby,  engendered  a 
bitterness  which  will  be  carried  into  Federal 
polities,  and  to  give  it  expression  the  certainty  is 
that  Union  Nationale  candidates  will  be  put  Into 
the  field  in  a  Federal  election  and  will  probably 
carry  a  majority  of  the  seats  In  Quebec. 

Quebec,  for  the  time  being,  has  broken  with 
the  Liberal  Party  and  launched  a  new  political 
movement.  The  backbone  of  that  movement  is 
Conservative,  but  that  by  no  means  indicates 
that  the  Federal  Conservative  Party  would  win 
Its  support  What  has  happened  Is  something  in 
the  nature  of  a  popular  political  uprising  in 
Quebec  which  may  have  a  very  Important  bear- 
ing on  Federal  polities  of  the  future  If  what  is 
foreshadowed  happens,  the  historic  political 
parties  may  well  have  to  look  to  their  laurels. 


Mr.  R.  Hopkins  Morris,  the  director  of  broad- 
casting for  Wales,  sees  one  of  the  dangers  of  the 
modern  world  as  coming  not  from  politicians  or 
from  the  sphere  of  practical  activity,  but  from 
learned  men  and  women.

SEA  YIELDS 
STRANGE  OIL 

Several  Hundred  Gallons 
Recovered  by  Fisherman 
On  B.C.  Coast 


People  of  Stuart  Inland,  at  the 
mouth  of  Bute  Inlet,  have  a  mystery 
for  the  fisheries  scientists  to  solve. 

What  Is  the  strange,  many-colored 
grease  or  oil  that  has  been  recovered 
from  the  sea  by  one  of  the  Island's 
fishermen — several  hundred  gallons 
of  It— how  did  It  come  to  be  floating 
about  In  that  part  of  the  world,  and 
Is  there  likely  to  be  more  of  it? 

Three  separate  runs  or  flows  of 
the  grease  came  along  some  tinn1 
•go  at  intervals  of  several  days  One 
was  white  in  color,  but  turned  to  a 
light  grey.  Another  was  dark  grey, 
■nether  purple.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
however,  there  was  also  some  of  the 
grease  that  was  pink  and  some  that 
was  yellow. 

As  it  floated  along  on  the  water, 
the  grease,  as  described  by  the 
fisherman  who  recovered  it.  was  in 
very  fine  particles,  but  on  reaching 
the  beach  it  was  formed  into  balls 
of  all  sizes  by  the  action  of  the  sea 
and  the  driftwood.  Put  in  drums 
and  bottles.  It  has  apparently 
changed  neither  In  color  nor  smell 
under  exposure  to  the  sun  and  to 
stove  heat.

A  war  veteran  officer  of  the  Domin- 
ion Department  of  Fisheries,  who 
has  examined  some  of  the  grease, 
believes  it  a  whale  product  of  some 
kind.  "It  smells  exactly  the  same  as 
the  oil  we  had  to  use  In  France  to 
prevent  trench  feet,"  he  says,  and 
he  adds  with  reminiscent  humor 
"that  oil's  smell  could  never  be  for- 
gotten."

But  the  mystery  is  likely  to  be 
solved  before  long.  Indeed,  it  may 
be  solved  before  this  little  story  finds 
its  way  into  print,  states  The  Fish- 
eries News  Bulletin,  for  the  fisheries 
experimental  station  conducted  at 
Prince  Rupert  by  the  Dominion  au- 
thorities is  studying  samples  of  the 
grease,  and  Canadian  fisheries  re- 
search workers  have  a  knack  of  find- 
ing out  the  facts. 

Perhaps  this  particular  puzzle  will 
turn  out  not  to  be  of  great  import- 
ance, but  Investigation  by  the  Prince 
Rupert  station  is  another  example  ol 
the  way  the  services  of  the  Domin- 
ion's half-dozen  fisheries  research 
stations  are  made  available  to  deal 
with  questions  of  interest  to  the 
fishing  industry.

In  the  list  the  news-  I 
paper  asserted   seven   members  of  ' 
religious  orders  were  shot  after  a 
raid  on  Buona  Nova  College  at  Bar- 
celona; five  friars,  four  priests  and 
forty  worshippers  were  shot  In  Mon- 
cada  village,  near  Barcelona,  ten 
friars  were    ferociously  massacred" 
and  forty-five  others  held  as  hos- 
tages in  Grignon,  in  Madrid  Prov- 
ince. 

Friars,  the  news|>aper  continued, 
were  turned  out  of  their  quarters 
at  Figueras.  after  a  futile  search 
ot  the  premises  for  arms,  and  all 
novices  and  student*  at  Cambrils 
were  placed  aboard  a  boat  and  have 
not  been  heard  from  since.

In  my  last  article  on  pressing  or 
hitting  hard.  I  tried  to  explain  that 
|  missed  shot  was  not  due  to  the 
artual  attempt  of  hitting  too  hard, 
but  rather  the  result  of  errors  that 
crept  uito  the  stroke  when  one 
tried  to  use  too  much  power. 

This  brings  to  my  mind  the  ques- 
tion of  hitting  too  easily  and  the 
consequences.  Many  of  the  tourna- 
ment players,  both  amateurs  and 
professionals,  frequently  say  when 
they  have  mLssed  a  shot  that  ap- 
pears to  be  comparatively  simple. 
'I  tried  to  spare  a  number  five 
iron,  instead  of  banging  away  .t 
the  ball  with  a  number  six.'*  This 
is  another  case  where  the  club  la 
unjustly  blamed  for  an  unsatis- 
factory shot  The  shot  was  not 
missed  because  the  ball  was  struck 
too  easily,  but  because  ol  a  re1  'I 
brought  about  by  the  ea*y  .swing 

Half  and  three-quarter  shots  are 
probably  the  most  valuable  one  can 
have  at  his  command.  If  one  is  a 
master  of  these  shots,  he  is  able  to 
successfully  play  a  number  of  dif- 
ferent types  of  shots  onto  a  green. 
If  therr  is  a  strong  wind  he  can 
play  half  or  three-quarter  shots  .o 
the  putting  surface  using  clubs  with 
less  loft,  thus  keeping  the  ball  from 
getting  too  high  in  the  wind.

Another  great  advantage  is  the 
aid  to  better  Judgment  of  distance. 
If  the  player  hits  the  ball  high  in 
the  air.  his  Judgment  of  distance 
must  be  very  good  otherwise  he 
will  find  himself  playing  from  a 
position  short  or  over  the  green 
many  more  times  than  the  player 
who  shoots  for  the  pin  on  a 
straighter  line.  It  la. the  same  as 
throwing  a  stone.  If  you  losa  a 
stone  high  in  the  air  and  try  to 
let  it  come  down  on  your  target, 
your  results  will  seldom  be  as  k  *i 
as  If  you  threw  straight  at  your 
mark. 

These  under  full- strength  shots 
are  controlled  shots  hit  with  pre- 
cision, and  never  is  the  cause  of  a 
miss,  hitting  too  easily,  but  rather 
from  hitting  the  ball  incorrectly. 
For  these  shots  T  believe  the  player 
should  shift  his  grip  on  the  ub 
as  the  batsman  does  in  baseball 
The  batter  when  he  is  attempting 
a  bunt

ing his  balance.  With  the  feet  close 
together,  a  great  deal  of  the  body 
action  is  eliminated.

With  the  final  construction  of  the 
Sproat  Lake-Long  Beach  road,  the 
very  hub  of  West  Coast  industrv 
will  be  linked  by  road  with  the  rest 
of  Vancouver  Island,  and  it  will 
cease  to  be  the  isolated  place  it  has 
been,  with  shipping  hazardous  and 
transportation  uncertain  owing  to 
Its  natural  situation  exposed  to  the 
open  Pacific  Ocean. 

It  is  also  reported  that  the  work 
on  the  Zcballos  mining  trail  in  the 
Nootka  district  |a  being  pushed  for- 
ward with  a  large  crew  of  men  al- 
ready working  there  This  trail  is 
necessary  to  the  development  of  this 
rich  mining  country  and  one  which 
it  is  believed  .will  prove  a  great  asset 
to  the  entire  West  Coast
